Tokyo radio reported today more 


than 450 American transports 
'are streaming north towards Lu- 
zon" island in .the -. Philippines 
where Japanese broadcasts said 
more than 70 warships and swarms 
of carrier planes bombarded Lin- 
gayen Gulf, 120 miles north of 
Manila, continuously for two days. 


The Tokyo broadcast, recorded 


by the Federal Communications 
Commission, said that whether thc 
transports would be "poured into 
Lingayen or in the vicinity of 
Manila remains a question, but in 
either case it is a surety that the 
enemy will play right into the 
waiting Japanese hands." 


In the two day duel between 


warships and shore batteries at 
Lingayen Gulf, Japanese broad- 
casts said defending batteries gave 
the American flotilla "the hottest 
reception .ever recorded in the 
annals of war." 


Propaganda broadcasts describ- 


ed thc air and naval bombardment 
as "the enemy's usual tactics pre- 
ceding a landing" and forecast 
Yank assault troops might storm 
"the shore at any time." 


"The whole gulf roared with 


the blasts of gunfire from both 
sides" throughout Saturday and 
Sunday, said a 'frontline dispatch

Washington, Jan. 8 f/P>—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt called anew Satur- 
day for national service legisla- 
tion during the war and universal 
military training afterward. 


In a message to congress which 


bespoke', a 'confident hope for en- 
during'peace, the chief executive 
declared that while great prob- 
lems lie ahead, "this new year of 
1945 can be the greatest year of 
achievement in human history." 


Making the nearest thing to a 


prediction on the end of the war 
which he has thus far essayed, 
the President said this year "can 
see thc final ending of the Nazi- 
Fascist reign of terror in Europe," 
as well as thc closing in of the 
forces of retribution about thc 
center of the malignant power of 
imperialistic Japan." 


Most important of all, he added, 


"1945 can and must see thc sub- 
stantial beginning of the organiza- 
tion of world peace." , 


It was a • message on the state 


of the union looking back over the 
course of the whole war and par- 
ticularly over the past year, which 
Mr. Roosevelt said had 
been 


marked on the whole by substan- 
tial progress toward victory. It 15 
looked toward the future, too. and 
rang with notes of confidence. 


The message, which Me. Roose- 


velt plans to summarize on thc 
radio tonight for thc nation and 
the world, was read to congress 
after Ihc counting of Ihc electoral 
votes that.gavc him a fourth term 
in Ihc While House.

—A mild epidemic of bubonic 
plague which has been developing 
since last May ii now being 
fought with mass innoculations 
and other preventive measures 
among a quarter million people in- 
habiting the threatened area along 
the Burma-China border.
